This  workbook  has  been  designed  especially  for  the  conscientious  teacher 
of  a large  First  Grade  class  who  wishes  to  provide  meaningful  seatwork  for 
most  of  her  class  while  she  is  busy  developing  the  basic  reading  readiness 
lesson  with  a small  group  of  pupils.  In  order  to  meet  this  situation  adequately, 
the  seatwork  material  must  be  easy  enough  for  six-year-olds  to  do  by  them- 
selves after  a short  explanation  by  the  teacher,  and  it  must  provide  peda- 
gogically  sound  practice  exercises  in  skills  that  are  essential  to  readiness  for 
beginning  reading.  The  workbook  lessons  in  the  Getting  Ready  Practice  Book 
will  be  easy  for  teachers  to  explain  to  children  because  they  follow  immedi- 
ately the  detailed  developmental  lesson  on  the  corresponding  skill  in  Getting 
Ready,  the  reading  readiness  book  in  the  Reading  for  Meaning  Series. 

The  practice  lessons  in  this  workbook  are  devoted  primarily  to  five  essen- 
tial and  fundamental  skills  that  are  used  in  beginning  reading: 

1.  Using  Pictures  — providing  practice  in  using  pictures  to  tell  a meaning- 
ful story 

2.  Using  the  Context  — providing  practice  in  identifying  pictures  to  fit 
given  context 

3.  Making  Auditory  Discriminations  — providing  practice  in  hearing  and 
identifying  the  beginning  sounds  of  words  which  start  with  the  consonants 
m,  c,  t,  n,  and  h 

4.  Using  Context  and  Auditory  Clues  — providing  practice  in  finding  pic- 
tures which  fit  given  context  and  which  have  names  that  begin  with  the 
sound  of  m,  c,  t,  n,  and  h 


Making  Visual  Discriminations  — providing  practice  in  recognizing  like 
and  unlike  letter  forms  and  word  forms 

Outstanding  features  of  this  workbook  which  make  it  easy  and  effective 
to  use  in  conjunction  with  Getting  Ready: 

1 . Workbook  pages  follow  the  same  general  sequence  of  topics  as  the 
lessons  in  Getting  Ready. 

2.  Two  or  more  workbook  pages  provide  additional  practice  material  in  the 
skill  that  has  been  developed  in  Getting  Ready. 

3.  The  teacher’s  notes  at  the  bottom  of  the  workbook  pages  give  definite 
but  brief  instructions  on  the  proper  instructional  procedure  without  requir- 
ing the  teacher  to  refer  to  the  Teacher’s  Edition  of  Getting  Ready. 

4.  The  teacher’s  notes  at  the  bottom  of  the  workbook  pages  contain  exact 
page  references  to  the  lessons  in  Getting  Ready  after  which  the  practice 
exercises  should  be  used. 

5.  The  end  of  each  series  of  workbook  pages  is  marked  by  a Stop  sign, 
beyond  which  the  pupil  is  told  not  to  proceed  until  directed  to  do  so. 
The  use  of  this  well-known  pictorial  device  helps  to  prevent  pupils  from 
racing  through  the  workbook  exercises  without  regard  for  the  skills 
involved. 

Reproduced  on  the  inside  back  cover  is  a chart  of  the  readiness  skills 
that  are  practised  in  this  workbook  and  the  page  references  of  these  skills 
in  both  Getting  Ready  and  the  Getting  Ready  Practice  Book.
